A  Condable  with  four  of  the  jbove  Officers  attend  regtilarly 
at  the  Police  Offic'e,  Candleriggs,  to  call  the  r(  11  of  the  Watchmen, 
half   an  hour  \tioxt  they   take  ihevr  ftation,  and  mark  fucbi 
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as  are  abfeiit.  The  Gonftabk  and  Officers  ar«  ther«.aftcr  t*^' 
patrole  the  ftreets  until  between  two  and  three  in  the  morni%, 
or  longer  if  neccifary;  to  obferV?  if  the  Watchmen,  are  doing  ^heir 
duty;  to  apprehend  vagrants  and  diforderly  perfona;  and  to  give,

The  Watchmen  are  to  be  on  their  refpedllve  Stations,  in  the 
months  of  April  to  Sej^ember  inclufive,  at  xo  o'clock  at  night,  and 
continue  till  5  in  the  morning;  and  in  the  months  of  Oftober  to 
March  inclufive,  at  9  o'clock  at  night,  ^nd  continue  until  6  in  the 
morning.

THE  Lord  Provoft  and  Magiftrates  having  given  ©r(^ers  that  all 
the  houfes,  fhops,  warehoufes,  and  ctoffes,  or  other  entries  within 
the  City  (hall  be  numbered  with  figures  painted  on  the  doors  or 
other  cmfpicuous  parts  thereof;  and  the  name  of  each  ftrcet  ftiall 
be  painted  on  the  corner'houfes,  and  having  remitted  the  execudon 
of  it  to  the  Board  of  CovcmiiTioiiers  under  rhe  Foiicf  A<5b,  intima- 
tion is  hereby  given,  th^.t  any  perfon  who  fhail  \VilfuIly  deface  any 
of  thefe  numbers  or  names  of  otreets,  when  painted,  ihall,  for  every 
fuch  offence,  forfeit  a  funi  nor  above  40s.  nor  under  JOs.  Sterling  j 
and,  in  future,  in  all  nev^  piin:ings  of  fliap  doors,  &g.  v/here  a  tejn- 
porary  defacing  of  the  number  may  be  uoavaidablc,"the  occupier 
will  be  careful  to  replace  the  original  number  on  a  confpicuous-partj, 
and  in  a  figure  eafily  legible,  within. the  fpacc  of  ten  days  after  hav- 
i  ug  been  fo  defaced,  certifying  to  thofe  who  refufe  or  riegleift  to  do 
fo,  if  their  doors  be  withont  number  for  above  10  day*,  that  they 
are  liable  in  the  fame  penalties  as  tho^'e  are,  who  wilfully  deface 
numbers,  as  mentioned  above.  See  Advertifrment  -fubUfbid  in  ali 
the  Gafgoiv  Netvfpapersy  and  fofied  up  on  the  moji  confpicuvas  parts  of 
the  City,  dated  ZOih  April,  l8o2. 

The  fol'owing  is  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Police  in  con- 
fequence  of  the  above  remit  from  the  Magiftrates. 

I.  The  name  of  every  Street  is  painted  on  eadi  of  the  two  Cor» 
ner  houfes,  at  each  end  of  it,  and,  alfo  on  each  Cbrner-houfe  where 
it  croffes  any  other  Street. 

Ill  Every  Street  has  a  fet  of  nutyibeisfor-itfelf^  beginning  at  No.  f ,. 
and  going  on.progreflively  to  the  greateft  Number  contained  in  it. 

III.  Every  Front-door  in'the"Gtound  flats,  and  every  intervening^ 
Clofs  or  Entry,  has  a  progre3ive  Number;  for  example,  No.  i,  be- 
ing a  Shop  or  Houfe,  a  Clofj  or  Entry  coming  next,  is  No.  2,  and 
a  Shop  next  again,  is  No.  3,  and  fo  on. 

IV.  The  No.  f ,  in  each  Street,  is  put  on  the  firft  Front  door  on 
the  left  h.md  fide,  and  continuing  en  that  fide  with  the  Numbers 
progreffivcly,  to  the  exT  mity;  it  cri.iFes  over  to  the  oppofite  fjde» 
and  tht?  following  Number  is  painted  on  the  firft  Front-door  there, 
continuing  the  progreflioH  to  the  ead  oppaS.te  to  whack  it  began. 


'^:  Ai  a  Gr6ttn3-8at  pfefently  entered  to  by  only  one  Front  door, 
Inay  be  aVercd  into  Shops,  &c.  fo  as  to  have  two  or  trore  Front- 
doors, and  thereby  occafion  an  alteration  in  the  numbers;  in  order 
to  guard  againft  this,  where  any  fuch  h^Mife  occurs,  as  many  Num- 
lierB  are  omitt<:d  as  it  may  he  thought  this  houfc  may  produce  of 
additional  Front-doors.  IF  the  Houfe  is  6fry  feet  long,  three  Num- 
bers are  omtttel;  if  forty  feet  long,  two  Numbers;  and,,  if  thirty 
ftet  long,  one  Number.  For  example,  if  fuch  a  houfe  falls  to  be  No. 
ao,  and  if  fifty  feet  long,  the  one  Door  that  is  in  it, is  painted  J^lo. 
ao,  and  the  NurrvbcTs  ai^  az,  and  23,  are  omitted;  (but,  if  the 
bo^fc  ha«  ho  Front-door,  but  enters  by  a  Clofs  belonging  to  ♦he*ud- 
jiMnrng  Tenement,  then  No.  ao,  is  alfo.O'nitted)  and  the  ntxt  door 
or  CI0&  i^  painted,  No-  24:  but  this  rule  is  confined  ta  Streets^. 
tvhere  there  is  a  probability  of  fuch  alterations  taking  place. 

VI.  As  in  feveral  of  the  New  Street*  vacant  Grounds  occur,  a  rule 
fitnilut  to  the  laft  is  obferved;  that  is>  liy  emitting  four  NumWers 
for  evepy  fifty  (tet  of  vacant  Grooiid,  and  fo  in  proportion  for  a  lefs 
quantity  of  Ground. 

VIl  Every  Clofs  or  other  Entry,  has  within  it  a  ftt  of  Numbers 
for  itfelf*  beginning  at. No.  I,  and  going  on  progreflively  to  the 
^reatcft  Number  contained  in  if.  For  example,  a  Clofs,  whatever 
its  Street  number  may  be,  the  firft  Houfe,  Waiehoufe,  &c.  within>. 
on  the  left-hand  fide,  is  paintad  No.  i;  the  next  No.  a,  and  fo  on  to- 
the  head  of  the  Clofs;  then  eroding,  it  returns  on  the  right-hand 
fide,  back  fo  the  Clofs:  but  where  it  happens  that  a  Clofs  has  no 
,Houfes  on  the  left-hand  fide,  then  the  No.  i,  is  painted  on  the  Door 
that  16  firthcft  up  in  the  Clofs  on  the  right-hand  fide;  and  where 
a  Stair-cafe  contains  more  pofTeflions- than  one,  after  the  Numbers 
t,  a,  and  fo  en,  have  been  rainted  oa  the  feveral  Doors,. whatever 
Number  it  contains  in  whole,  is  painted  in  abridgment  on  the  Linr 
Cel  or  Entry  to  it.  For  example,  if  it  conta'ns  five  Numbers  with- 
in, there  ^s^  painted^  on  the  Lintel  or- mod  confpicuous  part  of  the 
Entry  into  it.  No.  I  to  5. 

VI TI.  I'he  blank»^  left  by  omitting  Numbers,  as  in  Claufes  V; 
and  VI.  it  is  probable,  will  be  found  fuSicicnt  for  nil  additional 
Front-idoors,  which  may  for  a  long  time  be  produced.  But,  if  it 
IHall  happen  that  a  Front-door  is  produced,  for  which  no  Number 
has  been  left,  fuch  Door  is  to  be  painted  with  an  intermediate 
Number,  For  example,  if  this  Door  comes  immediately  between 
No.  ao,  and  ai,  it  is  to  be  painted  No.  ^—,  to  fignify,  that  it  is  the 
fecond  poffVffion  of  thi§  Number. 

This  rule  will  cafily,  apply  to  pofFeflions  divided  within  GlofTce, 
&c..and  is- greatly  preferable,  on  many  accounts,  to  any  attenipt  to 
regulate,  by  new^unting,  the  whole  Numbers  in  a  Street,  or  in  ». 
Clofs.

legible  (late,  agre»^bly  to  the  above,  it  will  be  eafjr  for  the  Publilher 
of  this  Work  to  give  the  (horteft  and  at  the  fame  time  moft  accti-.
